The Security Branch which has 3 rooms at its disposal, and works in close 
connection with Fiala. The persons employed there, namely Farec, Luncar, 
Maredek, Vavra, and Kuzicka, have both day and night duty. These security 
officials of the State Police have their own telephones, namely 76591 
78134. These people check nearly all foreigners who come to Glassexport. 

Most often foreigners are received in the reception room on the first floor. 

It is a large room with a bar from which refreshments .such as cognac, sand- 
wiches, etc. are dispensed. The representative concerned sits at a table 
with the foreigner and discusses business matters; at a table close. . sits 
one of the above mentioned officials from the security police and sees to 
it that the representative does not receive any money or possibly any 
written conanuni cat ions. These State Police officials know only Czech and 
perhaps German, and if the foreigner talks in French, English, or Spanish to 
the Glassexport representative, the latter must give an oral or written re- 
port later. This is determined by the State Police. The foreigner is housed 
in a hotel (Ambassador, A1 cron. Esplanade, Palace) and usually at Glassexport *s 
expense if the deal is a big one. Glassexport officials must keep the 
foreigner company in the evenings but according to directives there must
